CHRISTMAS FIRE SAFETY 


Be fire conscious. December 
is the most fire hazardous month 
of the year. First, buy a tree 
that is not dried out, then set it 
up just before Christmas and take 
it down as soon afterwards as 
possible. Don't get a larger tree 
than is needed. Saw off trunk 
at an angle about one inch above 
original cut and keep in water 
the entire time the tree is in- 
doors. 


Support the tree well and don't 
put it near fireplaces or radiators. 
Don't use candles on the tree or 
near it. Check electric lighting 
sets each year for frayed wires 
and loose connections. Toys op- 
erated by alcohol, kerosene and 
gasoline are particularly danger- 
ous. 


Do not set up electric trains or 
spirit-fueled toys under the tree. 
Be careful while smoking near 
the tree. Know the location of 
the nearest fire alarm box and 
the telephone number of the fire 
department.
